HAS EARNED PLAUDITS 
IT IS RECEIVING. 


(Dallas New’s.) 
Italians resident of this country, as 
well as those who have come to the 
United States from time to time on 
various missions, have complained that 
Italy was regarded and treated as a 
kind of minor partner in the alliance 
against Germany. As visible evidence, 
they have remarked that w’hereas the 
flags of Great Britain 
and I’rance 
were to be seen on almost every hand, 
the flag of Italy W’as something of a 
rare spectacle. 
There has probably- 
been some justice in the complaint, 
and our only excuse, if any, must have 
been that Italy had rendered no mili­ 
tary contribution to the cause of the 
allies comparable to any one of several 
that were to be credited to the arm s of 
Great Britain and France. The recol­ 
lection of the Isonzo disaster 
has 
worked naturally’, and perhaps inevita­ 
bly, to foster feelings which inevita- 
aged the power and gallantry of the 
Italian armies. 
But that excuse is no longer avail­ 
able to us. 
The battle of the Piave 
retrieves the Isonzo disaster.

disaster, 
which 
brought such great depression on the 
spirits of the allies, was due to causes 
which in no sense impeach the cour­ 
ts age of the Italian people or the mili- 
al tary proficiency of the Italian armies.

From T hursday’* Dally Eagle 
“I wish something could be done in 
Bryan in the way of providing cold 
storage for farm ers’ m eats,” said Jim 
Dunn this morning, who had come to 
town almost before 
sunrise 
from 
Wheelock. 
“ When w’e kill our hogs 
we have to wait for cold weather and 
perhaps lose half the meat in succeed­ 
ing hot weather. 
We may have our 
hogs ready for killing for two months 
before cold weather comes and you 
J know’ that is expensive with the price 
of food like it is. 
But if we could 
place our meat in cold storage and 
have it properly looked after 
and 
cured wre could kill 
when the hogs 
were ready and we w’ould save all our 
meat. 
lf something isn’t done here 
I am going to build me a small plant 
on my place. 
“ I was talking to Mr. Walton of 
the extension service the other day 
about this and other m atters and in­ 
cidentally we were discussing a bul­ 
letin on peanut fattened hogs.

W ashington, 
June 
27.—Historic 
events of a year ago were repeated 
today as the American class of 1918 
was drawn in the national lottery. Sec­ 
retary Baker, member of the senate 
and house military committees and I 
other high officials were present and i 
blindfolded men drew 
the 
capsules J 
from the glass bowl. 
Each capsule! 
contained a m aster number to be ap­ 
plied to each of the 4500 registration 
districts. 
In a comparison with the 
10,500 numbers drawn a year ago, only 
1200 were drawn today. 
The master 
numbers drawn today apply to num­ 
bers on the cards of registrants. 
In 
the drawing a year ago serial num­ 
bers were assigned but this was con­ 
sidered unnecessary today. 
Today's drawing was to determine 
the relative summoning to the colors 
of the new registrants as finally clas­ 
sified under the questionnaire system. 
All youths whose numbers were drawn 
today will be assigned to the various 
classes under information 
furnished 
on the questionnaire. The new regis­ 
trants are to be placed at the foot 
of the list in each class in their re­ 
spective districts. 


COUNTRY POULTRY DEALERS 
REID IRED TO HAVE LICENSES. 


The food adm inistration issues the 
following: 
The president’s proclamation 
of 
May 14, requiring the licensing 
of 
those engaged in certain lines of busi­ 
ness, including ‘‘operators of poultry 
and egg packing plants not already 
licensed by the United States food 
adm inistration,” has been misunder­ 
stood by some of those affected. 
Under 
this 
classification anyone 
who sells poultry or eggs in any other 
way than retail to the consumer, re­ 
gardless of the amount of business 
done, must be licensed. 
There are many country store keep­ 
ers whose business is mostly retail 
selling, but who buy eggs and some­ 
times poultry from the farmers. They 
have never considered themselves as 
operators of poultry and egg packing 
plants, but in reality that is what they 
are. 
The fact that they are in the 
retail business on too small a scale 
to require a retailer's license does not 
alter the case. 
In order to comply 
with the law they m ust alt fill out 
blanks obtained from 
the 
United 
States food adm inistration and have 
licenses issued. 


C A S T O R IA 


George Brandon has been author­ 
ized by Adjutant General Harley of 
the Texas national guard to take en­ 
listments for a supply company of an 
infantry brigade which is to be raised 
in the state in the next few weeks. Mr. 
Brandon has not received detailed in­ 
structions but it is anticipated that 
IOO men will be asked to volunteer 
from Brazos county and contiguous 
territory, these to be from 18 to 45 
years, exclusive of class I in the draft. 
I hose in deferred classifications will 
be accepted. Enlisting will be started 
some time next week, m ustering will 
takr place as soon as possible after­ 
ward and federalization is expected 
to take place in the latter part of 
August or the first part of Septem­ 
ber. 
The supply company will have 
charge* of the ordnance, trucks 
and 
commissary. 
It is expected that the brigade will 
be trained on the border, but it will 
see foreign service if the war lasts 
long enough. In the event it does not 
the guardsmen will relieve those men 
now* held on the border. 
The same 
process of training will be given as at 
( amp Bowie. The men will be trained 
by officers of the regular and national 
armies, and the guards officers a t­ 
tend a regular officers’ training, do­ 
ing drilling every day at the college 
under Lieutenant Daugherty with his 
“rookies.” 
He is enthusiastic about 
the work and feels that by the time 
he shall have had several weeks of it 
he will be physically fit and at the 
same time have gained a lot of mili­ 
tary knowledge. 
He says the work is 
fine for anybody. 
‘‘I am having splendid co-operation 
from friends in this m atter and they 
are all enthusiastic for it,” said Mr. 
Brandon.

A Home Institution 
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Public toilets on Main street are to 
be provided by the city. At a special 
meeting of the city commission last 
night this subject among other things 
came up for discussion, as a result of 
rem arks in the report of City Manager 
Greer on his trip to Austin and San 
I Antonio. 
While in San Antonio he 
I consulted with the mayor and city en­ 
gineers relative to this and allied sub­ 
jects, and gathered a good many ideas. 
It all resulted in instructions to Com­ 
missioner Hensarling and Mr. Greer 
to put in toilets in the calaboose in 
the basement of the city hall, beneath 
the northwest corner of the stage. This 
jail is not now used by the city, the 
county jail being employed when the 
city finds it necessary to incarcerate 
a prisoner, which is seldom, hence it 
affords a very excellent place for pub­ 
lic toilets for men. It can be arranged 
to accommodate both white and negro 
men. 
While this solves the problem as far 
as the men are concerned it is 
not 
solved for the women. 
It has 
been 
suggested that additional fixtures for 
the accommodation of white women 
might be installed in the Carnegie li­ 
brary and that either a separate room 
be erected for negro women or that 
the city install in some central negro 
store fixtures for their accommoda­ 
tion. 
As far as the white women are 
concerned most of the dry goods stores 
have nice retiring rooms, maintained 
in a clean, orderly and sanitary man­ 
ner. Mr. Greer began taking steps to 
fit up the calaboose this morning but 
he and Mr. Hensarling have not fully 
solved the other problems although 
there is assurance that there will be 
a solution. 
While attending the League of Tex­ 
as Municipalities, Mr. Greer says in 
his report, that the .solution of 
the 
open closet problem was not presented 
and that the metal can system as ad­ 
vocated by the department of agricul­ 
ture had not been tried by any of the 
municipal officers with whom he came 
into contact there. 
This problem, 
which is one of Bryan’s most pressing 
ones, was discussed again by the com­ 
mission last night without definite ac­ 
tion being taken. There was a dispo­ 
sition to let the contract of cleaning 
the open closets to some responsible 
person and the city to do the collect­ 
ing but this met with some opposition, 
especially by those who want the job 
done thoroughly, every place in 
the 
city visited and the police power of 
the city used to enforce collections. 
In that event the scavenger would be 
a city employe, follow certain routes, 
clean up the premises as often as 
might be necessary, report those whose 
places constituted nuisances and the 
city would collect a nominal fee for 
the work, perhaps half or two-thirds 
of the present fee charged by the 
scavenger, who is not a city official, 
has no authority and whose relations 
with his customers are about the same 
as those of other business men. 
He 
has reported trouble in making collec­ 
tions because he would clean only the 
toilets of those who paid him. It was 
apparent that the sentiment of the 
commissioners is in favor of a radical 
change in the manner and policy of 
handling the work. 
Mr. Greer’s report also covered the 
history of the date of the Main street 
paving m atter. He stated that he had 
inspected paving at San Antonio and 
inclined to favor Knippa trap 
rock 
mixed with asphalt for the surfacing. 
He showed that this trap rock is im­ 
pervious to moisture, inert 
as 
to 
chemical action and very hard and 
resist wear better than granite 
or 
limestone. 
In a letter received from 
the trap rock company they priced the 
crushed rock at $2.74 a ton, 
about 
three-quarters of a yard, 
to $2.94, 
which includes freight 
charges 
to 
Bryan. 
Mr. Greer, in his report, told 
of having visited the highway commis­ 
sion at Austin, waiting three hours to 
get an audience and finally securing 
the promise of Chairman Hancock to 
visit Bryan, which he did, and favor­ 
ably passed on Bryan’s application for 
asphalt, which is only let out on gov­ 
ernment order now. 
He anticipates 
that it will be a month before the ap­ 
proval will be received from W ashing­ 
ton. 
Meanwhile he has been in confer­ 
ence with the Kaw Paving company 
relative to repairs on their pavement 
in Bryan and incidentally as bidders on 
the Main street and side street paving 
in this city. A letter from Mr. Vance 
of this company stated that he had 
expected to visit Bryan but had been 
ill. 
However he will come when he 
recovers sufficiently. 
Mr. Greer, as shown by his report of 
the proceedings of the League 
of 
Municipalities, was tendered the of­ 
fice of president but at his suggestion 
the San Antonio mayor was elected to 
that position. 
He said he could not 
accept because under the city charter 
he is employed only for SO days. 
His report was ordered filed and 
note of its reading and fileing made in 
the minutes. 
All members of the commission and 
City Secretary Bittie and Mr. Greer 
were present.

a fam iliar voice fell upon his ear. He 
reached up by the side of the plank, 
feeling in the darkness and grubbed 
a man by the ankle. 
It was Booth’s 
voice and Booth’s ankle. 
There fol­ 
lowed a reunion under difficult exter­ 
nal circumstances but none the less 
an enjoyable reunion.”

W ith two country7 districts yet to 
hear from Brazos county has gone 
over the top in the w ar savings drive 
by $53,129, and when the other dis­ 
tricts shall have been heard from it 
m ay reach $60,000, 
The Brazos coun­ 
ty quota w as $379,000, and reports 
made to Chairman E. H. A stin total 
$432,706. 


It appears that m eetings were held 
in every designated place yesterday 
and only in the city were som e of 
them rather badly attended. 
N otw ith ­ 
standing business houses closed dur­ 
ing the hours of m eetings, roll calls 
o f those assigned to attend different 
m eetings failed to bring the response 
they should. 
Some secured pledge 
cards in advance, not being able to 
attend the m eetings, but those who 
were neither at the m eetings or sent 
pledge cards w ill be given attention. 
Every chairm an of a district is 
to 
m ake a note o f every person listed and 
if he has neither attended the m eet­ 
ing or made a pledge he will be w ait­ 
ed upon by a strong com m ittee and 
if necessary the home guard. 
Com ­ 
m ittee chairm en of course are to use 
judgm ent and if it is known that a 
m an has not the financial ability to 
m ake 
a 
purchase 
o f w ar 
savings 
stam ps he wall of course not be requir­ 
ed to do so. 


W hile som e districts did not m ake 
good on their quotas, a great m ajority 
not only did so but they w ent over 
the top. 
This w as especially true of 
the rural districts, both w hite and ne­ 
gro. 
It was the result o f one of the i 
best m anaged cam paigns of the sort j 
ever undertaken in Bryan. The Bryan 
and Brazos County Com m ercial club, 
which is using its organization for 
wrar activities along w ith its regular 
work has been headquarters for the 
cam paign. Mr. A stin as county chair­ 
man of war savings stam ps cam paign 
conducted an eductaional cam paign in 
the county, using every .speaker 
in 
Bryan and B razos county for nightly 
m eetings. A regular schedule w as made 
up every day, m eetings were held and 
the speakers assigned w ithout a sin ­ 
gle instance responded w ithout any 
hint at an excuse. 


A trem endous am ount of office work 
was also done. 
Six thousand cards to 
individuals notifying them o f the dis­ 
trict m eetings those addressed were 
to attend, 10,000 pieces of other m at­ 
ter, including letters and literature, 
packages of pledge cards to every d is­ 
trict chairm an. W henever State Chair­ 
man L ipsitz com m unicated anything 
in the w ay o f instructions to Chair 
man A stin, it m eant the sending out 
o f about 150 letters, the whole en tail­ 
ing a lot of work. 
Many ladies of the 
city volunteered for work in address­ 
ing the cards and other mail m atter. 
The result of all this labor is espe­ 
cially noticeable in the country. Kur­ 
ten, for exam ple, reports that ever} 
person to whom cards were sen t made 
a pledge. 
S teel’s Store with six dis 
tricts went over the top in all but one. 
N early every country district is over 
the top in greater or less am ount. 
The negroes responded nobly. Some 
o f the reports yet to be turned in are 
of negro m eetings, but their total 
pledges in the country are 
$78,180 
w ithout the m issing districts. 
This 
does not include the college, where 
the negro pledges w ent in w ith the 
w hites. 
A t the negro m eetings in 
Bryan an even $17,000 w as pledged. 
W hen the pledge cards shall have 
all been turned in there is yet a lot 
o f work to do. 
Blanks have been pro­ 
vided to be m ade out in duplicate1, one 
o f which is to be sent to the treasury 
departm ent and the other retained 
here. 
These record the name of every 
person, the address, stam ps owned, 
stam ps 
pledged 
and 
places 
where 
they are to m ake their purchases. 
Secretary E berstadt in com m enting 
on the cam paign and its results, said, 
“This w as one o f the best and m ost 
system atically m anaged cam paigns of 
the sort w ith which I ever had any­ 
thing to do. 
Mr. A stin has worked 
hard, faith fu lly and w ith a genius for 
organization and execution, and has 
given alm ost his entire tim e to the 
work.
